Tard. was.one of, the gyests at the 
Kaiser’s tastle this ‘morning @uring 
the review ofthe Berlin.Fire Bri- 
gade, arranged for the purpose of 
showing his Majesty some of the new 
apparatus. 

The novelty which attracted most 
attention was the equipment extension 
ladders, which can be raised to a 
height of eighty-five feet instanta- 
neously. by power generated from car- 
bonic acid. A’couple of old-fashioned 
ladders, raised by a reel, also were 
exhibited, to show the superiority of 
the power-raised type. 

Another feature new to Berliners 
was a water mast, which .hoists a 
nozzle and throws a stream into places 
which cannot conveniently be, reached 
by water thrown by men on extension 
ladders. Another display consisted of 
sending a fireman, clad in diverlike 
fireproof elothing, into a blazing pile 
of petroleum-soaked wood.

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150,000 SOLDIERS 
MCR IN TRANCE 


More Than One-Third of the 
Army Incapacitated During’ 
the Month of January. 


CABINET HOTLY ASSAILED 


Called “Assassins of Our Sons”— 
Victims Mostly Conscripts in 
+ Their First Year of Service. 


PARIS, FOb. 13.— Assassins of our 
gons’’ and other bitter epithets were 
hurled at the Cabinet to-day in a heated 
debate which followed an assertion in 
the Chamber that more than 250,000 
soldiers—upward of one-third of the 
French army—were sick at one time 
or another during the month of Jan- 
uary. The figures were made public by 
Deputy Edouard Lachaud, who inter- 
pellated the French Minister of War on 
the subject. 

Deputy Lachaud said that a few weeks 
ago, out of a total strength of 717,415 
men in the French Army, 194,052 were 


‘sick in the barrack rooms, 44,192 were 


confined: in the barrack infirmaries,; and 
21,570 in station hospitals. Fortunately, 
he said. the cases were generally light, 
and only 280 deaths had occurred. 
Deputy Colly declared that the mem- 
bers of the Government were ‘‘ the as- 


sassins of our sons,’’ while other Depu-{ 


ties insisted that it was necessary to 
the country that measures be taken to 
end the grievous situation. Eugene 
Etienne, former Minister of (War, ‘who 
was present at the sitting, also was de- 
nounced. 

Premier Doumergue, when order had 
been restored, said the Government had 
nothing to fear from the discussion of

No Demand for Ransom, as When 
Little. Michaele Was Carried 
Off by Pallazolo. 


Dr. Mariano Scimecta of 2 Prince 
Street, whose 3-year-old son -Michaele 
was kidnapped in June, 1910, and re- 
turned after -a ransom of $750 had been 
paid to Pietro Pallazolo, learned yes- 
terday that his MIl+year-old adopted 
daughter, Asunda Lendino, who had 
been missing since last Tuesday, had 
been in the possession. of Pietro Len- 
dino, who called himself the girl’s uncle, 
and. lived at 100 Mill Street, Paterson, 
N. J. 

Lendino was arrested in Paterson last 
night by Detective Charles Corrao of 
this city and Detective Charles Pirolla 
of Paterson. The little girl,.who was 
found at his house, was placed in the 
Crittenden Home. until the case is 
brought before thé courts. 

When the girl was missed‘on Tues- 
day the T-year-old Michaele told his 
mother and father that, while they were 
out, a man, who said he was the uncle 
-of Asunda, had called at the home. 
Michaele said that, after Asunda dnd 
the man had had a long talk together 
they went away. The uncle told Asun- 
da, according to Michaele, that of she 
lived with him she would never have to 
work, and her oe would be more pleas- 
ant than it had been. The boy .said he 
remembercd that the uncle said he lived 
in Paterson, three blocks away from 45 
Mill Street. 

Michaele said that the girl seemed 
to: remember having seen,the man over 
in ‘Italy. t was on a trip that Dr. 
Seimecea and his family made to Italy 
two years ago that the little girl was 
adopted: She was the daughter of a 
woman who inher youth had been a 
friend of Mrs. Scimecca’s. 

Lendino, on his arent told the de- 
tectives that the girl was his sister's 

aughter.. Asunda, .he.said, had told 
him that the Scimeccas made her work 
hard and were cruel to her. He said 
he. took her away in. order to keep 
her from being mistreated.

THE WEATHER. 

Talking about the weather, it is 
curious that a Winter which ig*likely 
to be recalled frequently as one of the 
mildest ever known, with balmy, 
springlike days in December and 
January, has had its spells of the 
coldest weather we ever have in this 
part of the world. Yésterday the of- 
ficlal temperature in. New York fell 
to the zero point twice, at 5 o’clock 
in the morning and at 9, and this was 
the climax of a frigid spell which had

PUBLICITY AS TO INCOMES. 
A jolly good fellow is Harry WEItss, 

the Federal Collector of Internal Rev- 
enue at Cantor, Ohio. Sociable, chat- 
ty, and communicative; he must be a 
very popular man in his community. 
He was talking the other day about 
Mr, Jo#n D, RocKEFELLER’s income 
tax. “I have not yet received any 
word from him,” sald Collector Wrutss, 
* just the same I have been collect- 
“ing some figures on how much 
“money he earns each year.” Mr. 
Weise was not mean enough to keep 
these figures to himself. If he had 
them, why shouldn’t the public have 
them also?.. Accordingly: 

I. figure that he will owe $3,000,000 
to'the United States — ———— tor 
the first yéar of the income law. 
I -have leartied: from reliable sources 
that his sarnings in. dividends from 
the Standard Oil and other corpora- 
tions where he is concerned amount to 
approximately 000,000 a year.

SAFER FOR PASSENGERS. 

If the uses of adversity are sweet, 
then passengers over the New Haven 
Railway in New England may take 
courage. On the day he took office 
the new management under Mr. ELLI- 


disaster. The discipline of the road 
had been broken down, the men were 
fast becoming demoralized. Since then 
ft has become thé prerogative of the 
management to consider fitness, abili- 
ty, and previous training in the selec- 
tion. of men for runs, these factors 
having. équal. weight with senfority. 

Certain. physical examinations, . not 
previously. demanded, are now re⸗ 
quired at the @iscrétion of the road's 
officers, and written examinations are 
imposed to test the knowledge of em- 
ployés as to the rules. A checking 
system to make sure that the rules of 
safety afte being enforced has been in- 
troduced. With the cry of “ safety 
first,” the running time of the fastest 
trains has been lengthened; the 
watches and clocks used by the train 
operators are closely inspected, and 
the signal system has been reported 
upon by a committee of signal experts 
from the Pennsylvania, New York 
Central, and Lackawanna Railroads. 
As funds become available further im- 
provements of the signals are being 
made. Above all, regular staff meet- 
ings of officials of all departments 
have developed a mittually helpful 
spirit that bas spread “into the veins 
and arteries of the system. : 

Bvery officer ahd employé of the 
road-is urged to make himself a com- 
mittee of one and a part of the com- 
mittee of the whole to work for effi- 
elency and safety.

The vote in thé House of Commons 
in- regard to South Africa was, of

When passed. it will formally be sub- 
mitted for the assent of the King, as 
the acts of the British Pafliament are, 
but no mofe than the latter is it really’ 
subject to’ veto. It is a. measure of 
a purely African nature and effect, 
and rélates to the exercise of police 
powers vested solely in the African 
Government. _The 214 members of 
the House of Gpmmons who voted 
against the Labor Party’s resolution 
that assent be withheld from the bill 
Understood that the maintenance of 
autonomy in the various parts of the 
empire is abgolutely sesential if impe- 
tal union is to be preserved.

The best influ> 
ence: the societies can exert, there- 
fore, will directly affect the commer- 
cial theatre as it exists. In timé.they 
may compel success for the acted plays 
they favor, and secure public perform- 
ances for the neglected works of merit 
te which they give a hearing. In the 
circumstances, it seems obvious that 
such societies can accomplish the most 
good by holding aloof from theatrical 
management. themselves, by helping 
the theatre as it is to grow In. the 
right direction, rather thah by having 
playhouses of their own, with hired 
professional managers, to enter . the 
competitive field. By all’ means; we 
would say to the directors of these 
associations, avoid the pitfalls of thea- 
tre ‘management, and stick to your 
original plans.

CRIMINOLOGIST, DIES 


Creator of Identification “by 
Measurements in Use by 
Police of the World. ° 


Miss} FAMOUS ANTHROPOLOGIST 


Director in Paris Police Department 
Was. Handwriting Expert in 
Dreyfus : Trial—His Works, 


PARIS, Feb. 13.—The death occurred 
here to-day of Alphonse Bertillon, 
creator of the system of criminal 
identification, which made his name 
known throughout the world. He was 
in his sixty-first year. 

M. Bertillon was a distinguished 
anthoropologist and was the author of 
many works on ethnography, anthro- 
pometry, and criminal photography.

LONDON, Saturday, Feb. 14—The 
Lendon Times Paris correspondent 
says: 

“ Curiously enough, Bertillon himself 
was one of the few persons against 
whom the weapon of identification 
which he invented would have been of 
no avail. I happened to be at the 
Prefecture of Police when the news of 
his death arrived. I asked to be 
shown marks of his thumbs and fin- 
gers, but-was told that the surface of 
his skin was so irregular that he 
never succeeded in making a good 
imprint.” 


Dr. Alphonse Bertillon, director of the 
sareropemetric Department of the 

Paris police, the creator of the system 
of measurement now in use by police 
of cities the world over, in 
sixty-first year. He was born in Paris 
on April 22) .

THE NEW ORK YORK SYMPHONY. 


Elgar's First —5— 
Flesch Plays Srahme’s Concerto. . 


The concert of the New York Sym- 
phony Orchestra in Aeolian Hall yes- 
‘terday afternoon was as long as any 
concert ought to be, thoagh the pro- 
gramme contained but two mumbers, 
Sir Edward Elger’s first symphony and 
Brahms’s violin concerto, played by Carl 
Flesch.

It was well that Mr. Damrosch gave it 
still.another repetition. It is assuredly 
one of the finest of. recent ‘commpdsitions 
in the symphonic form, an intensely se- 
rious work, possessing some of the deep- 
ly spiritual and mystical qualities of the 
oratorios that first established its com- 
poser’s repute. It also shares their de- 
fects. Like them, it is ‘packed very 
closely with” matter; the listening de- 
mands immediate and unremitting at- 
tention for an appreciation of its fine 
and nobly sustained ideal. The com- 
poser has made little concession, even 
in the “ Allegro molto,” which stands 
in the place ofa schersze, to the lighter jt 
mood, by “ lascivious’ pleasings” of 
any sort. There is little of sensuous or 
warmly spontaneous seng in the adagio. 
There are pages of beauty in the sym- 
phony, passages that by themselves are 
truly impressive. But it is, on the whole, 
music that is from the head rather than 
from a deeply flowing — inspira· 
tion.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 13.—Co-opera- 
tion: with Congress in. obtaining _ the 
views of business men on pending trust 
regulation bills was authorized by the 
Chamber of Commerce of .the.

Importers Contesting a Duty Im- 
posed by Treasury Department. 


Importers of. so-called German reeds 
used extensively in this country in the 
manufacture of chairs, furnfture,; baby 
carriages, and other articles are contest- 
ing a recont order ef the Treasury De- 
partment denying free entry to. the 
goods. It appears that the reeds in 
question are produced in and about Sin- 
gapore,-and for many years have been 
shipped to Germany, prepared in that 
country .for manufacturing purposes, 
and then: brought to the United States, 

Scme'time ago, domestic manufactur- 
ing interests called the attention of the 
Treasury administration ‘to the fact 
that most of these reeds were being en- 
tered here! free of duty under the pro- 


ufactured,’’’ whereas it was alleged they 
are in fact manufactured, properly du- 


tiable at 0 per cent. ad valorem under 
Paragraph 212, as ‘reeds wrought or 
manufactured from’ rattans ‘or. reeds.”

After spendng ‘several* days ‘in Wash- 
ington in “consultation with the Treas- 
ury officials, the Board of United. States 
Tea “Experts reached this city -yester- 
day, and. began the testing. of saniples 
for the purpose of seting the’ standards 
for importations in the ensuing Year. 
It is..expected that the work will be 
completed by the middle of next week 
when the new standards will be for- 
warded to. Washington for approval. 
The board will also draw up a report 
embodying suggestions for the enforce- 
ment-.of the Tea act during the next 
twelve months. 

H. G. Woodworth, Chairman of the 
board, said that the testing of this 
year’s samples will. be conducted under 
the Read test, but whether this partic- 
ular test will be continued is uncertain. 
The Chairman added that the present 
tests are wveing supplemented by a 
chemical’ test to determine the char- 
acter of cdloring when found by the 
Read or mechanical method. 

“We are using the Read test again 
this year,’ the Chairman said, ‘‘ for 


the ‘reason that no better method has 
so far been devised in accurateiy de- 
termine the purity of imported teas 
There are, of course, in the trade, those 
opposed to this test, butisince they have 
failed to supply us with a better one, 
we are using. the Read again. the 
conferences with Assistant —— 
Hamlin, the members of the board wen 
over the various questions artentine 
the entry of teas into ‘this country. 
We took up and discussed ——— by 
importers against the continuancee of 
the present test for purity, as. well as 
suggestions. and recommendations af- 
fecting the tea trade generally.
